Skills and knowledge, some understanding and appreciation of our great 
cultural heritage through the study of history and literature, the capacity to see"the world feel- 
ingly", | hope. But most important, | am sure, some sense of direction - a chart and a compass - 
some guiding principles derived from our cultural heritage. 

Matthew Arnold wrote a century ago, 

“Most men eddy about 
Here and there - eat and drink, 
Chatter and love and hate, 
Gather and squander 
achieving 
Nothing; and then they die - 
Perish! and no one asks 
Who or what they have been." 

No normal youth wills to be nameless and null. The thoughts of youth are long, long 
thoughts and compass years on years ahead. Given time and the inspiration of great examples 
they can rise above the small and petty to great and noble hopes. 

The process by which we discover values and beliefs necessitates searching and striving 
for personal answers to the fundamental questions of life. "What kind of people does it take to 
create “a brave world"? What must they have?"

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LETTERS FROM VIET NAM 


These are a few memoirs from letters by a Marine in Viet Nam. He went to 
Forster two years ago and once worked on the Advertising Staff of the Spartalogue. 
There is more truth in these letters about how the boys really feel and what they must 
do than in any book. 


"Yesterday, | received an Xmas package from 'the people of Michigan! and 
a couple of letters from Grade 3 and 4 students. When | read the letters from three 
boys in Grade 4 | would guess, | got a big lump in my throat. It reminded me of my 
brothers' scribble. 


| also got a model car which | gave to a small boy last night on my way to 
town. Wish you could have seen his face brighten! The poor little tykes don't know 
what it's all about--just like any other day." 


"A bunch of us who live in Detroit and vicinity were talking tonight. We 
decided that when we get to the U.S. we are going to phone the Detroit News and 
let them know we're coming. Who knows, we might even get our pictures in the 
paper!" 


"The days are passing so slowly now. | dread the thought of spending Christ- 


mas here, in a foxhole....... Tomorrow | turn 19. It doesn't seem like a year's 
passed. | spent my last birthday in the service too. |'ll be almost 20 when | come 
home next----- . | put on a new wall on our bunker. The old one was shot and ants 


had begun to nest between the sand bags.“ 


"Yesterday, | came off a twelve-day sweep in which we killed 18 V.C. and 
captured 1] suspects. | might add, it rained 9 of the 12 days we were out there. We 
went so far back into the hills that we needed helicopters to get us in and out. They 
said no Marines have ever patrolled that area. Now | know why. It was a hard 12 
days but we accomplished what we set out todo. ........ When | got back off 
this sweep, | had some bad news waiting for me. I was told, only 4% of my old 
company (the one | came over here with) was left in fighting condition. Most of 
them are back stateside with severe wounds. The others unfortunately K/A's (killed 
in action). It's hard to believe that the guys you've lived with all this time (15 
months) are gone, or in bad shape. | was shocked! When they told me my squad 
leader and gunner were killed my heart jumped in my mouth. If |'d of stayed with 
my company, | would be just as dead as they are." 


"All kinds of things have been happening since | went on patrol and while on 
patrol. First of all, one guy went busurk and another committed suicide by pulling 
a pin on a grenade. It blew him all to pieces. | knew both fellas pretty well. All 
this happened within two days. Division is now holding a thorough investigation. 
It's hard to believe, but 50% of this war is mental strain on us being in the jungle 
with so many bugs, snakes, leeches, and God knows what all. Another part is being 
in a strange country. So far this batallion has lost 4 men because of malaria."

There is a phenomenon known as a prestige play. When Robert Beattie took it upon himself 
to present this type of production, he also hazarded a comforable, well-padded position. 

The play is, in itself, a well-written, social-problem play. Yet it is hopelessly outdated 
for Forster's audiences. 

The unthinking obedience of a nineteenth century housewife to her pompous, egotistical 
husband has obviously little, if any, appeal to to-day's theatre-goers. This will not go unnoticed 
and, in all probability, it will be a long time before a similar play is presented at Forster. 

It is fortunate that the audience has no idea of what goes on backstage. The plain fact is 
that even though the play be good, the acting good, the work hard and the audience receptive, 
nothing can save a play that has comparatively no physical action or meaning for a youthful, 
modern audience. 

Mr. Caversan, as Towald, the tedious, petty anti-hero, was just that and managed to carry 
this image through the greater part of the play. Miss Kulinski has always handed in at least a 
good performance and this time, she truly outdid herself. 

The supporting cast, under the lead-weight conditions, turned in surprisingly good, steady 
performances. Yet even this could not save the tottering, accident-ridden production from almost 
collapsing under the pressure of obvious overrehearsal ,-apathy and outmoded expression. 

For someone willing, however, to chew on the thick leather of Ibsen's dialogue and views 
and to digest the painful fare, it was worth while and at times, even stimulating. 

This, of course, does not take into account the vigorous labour of publicity, directing, 
property, crew and cast people. But who does?
